CHICAGO, March 17 (AP).—Dr. 
Eduard Benes, former President of 
Czecho-Slovakia, called the Ger- 
man occupation of his country, a 
“great international crime” today 
in protests sent to the Governments 
of the United States, Great Britain, 
France and Soviet Russia. 

The Czecho-Slovakian patriot, 
who came here a month ago to lec- 
ture at the University of Chicago, 
said his people would never accept 
“this unbearable imposition on 
their sacred rights.” 

His protests were addressed to 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain of Great Britain, 
Premier Daladier of France and 
Maxim Litvinoff, the Soviet Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs. The 
text in part follows: 

“The Czech and Slovak people are 
victims of a great international 
crime. The people of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia cannot protest today, and 

. « Cannot defend themselves. 
Therefore, I, as ex-president of 
Czecho-Slovakia, address this sol- 
emn protest to you. 

“Last September the Franco-Brit- 
ish proposals and a few days after- 
wards the Munich decision were 
presented to me.

Political circles reported that 
Daladier’s plan for rule under a sys- 
tem of decree powers, which has be- 
come France’s habitual way of 
meeting crises, concerns particular- 
ly the heavy national defense in- 
dustries. 

The decree powers sought would 
give Daladier vast authority to put 
French industries on a virtual war- 
time basis. 

Aside from the setback which

The United States will have to 
act not only with regard to its 
Prague Legation, but with regard 
to the war debt of $165,000,000 owed 
the Treasury by Czecho-Slovakia; 
$22,000,000 in Czech dollar bonds, 
and the trade agreement with 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

Officials would not say definitely 
that the administration was con- 
templating action with regard to 
impounding Czech credits in this 
country and applying them to part 
payment of Czecho-Slovakia’s debts. 
They admitted the possibility that 
private bondholders or the foreign 
bondholders’ protective council in 
New York might take legal steps 
to bring this about. 

Czech credits in foreign countries 
amount to about $43,500,000, officials 
say, and most of it is on deposit 
in London. They do not know the 
exact amount in New York. One 
authoritative source said Czecho- 
Slovakia had no gold on deposit in 
this country.

The map makers think Hitler may

Hitler Reviews Troops at Brunn 
After Trip From Prague. 

BRUNN, Moravia, March 17 
(AP).—Adolf Hitler, moving in tri- 
umph through his new protectorate 
of Bohemia and Moravia, left 
Brunn this afternoon after a visit 
of several hours in this Moravian 
capital. 

In his short visit after his arrival 
from Prague, the Fuehrer received 
the acclaim of the German element 
of Brunn’s population and reviewed 
a parade of the second armored 
division which had preceded him 
into Moravia, 

He arrived here at 11:30 a. m. 
(4:30 a. m, St. Louis time) and half 
an hour later watched while tanks 
and armored cars paraded. 

German bombing squadrons 
roared overhead. 

The city was decorated with 
swastika banners and garlands 
hung from the facades of buildings. 

Gift Proffered, Returned. 

Municipal officials greeted Hitler 
at the City Hall. The Mayor hand- 
ed him, as the city’s gift, the 600- 
year-old compendium of funda- 
mentals of German legislation, 
known as “Schoeffengericht.” 

This precious work was compiled 
in Brunn in 1308 and has been a 
poséssion of the city ever since. 

Hitler thanked the Mayor but 
returned the work, saying it should 
stay in the city. 

Walls of people, right arms up 
in salute, lined the streets from 
the City Hall to the Brunn Station. 

Hitler acknowledged their  ac- 
claim by standing in’ his slowly 
moving car and bowing and salut- 
ing to right and left. 

On his way to Brunn from 
Prague, which he left late yester- 
day in a heavily-guarded motor car- 
avan, the German Fuehrer also vis- 
ited Olmuetz, 45 miles northeast of

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
charged the Roosevelt administra- 
tion today with attempting to gain 
control of delegates to the 1940 
Democratic convention through dis- 
pensation of Federal patronage. 
“I know that is happening in) 
Georgia,” he said, “and I under- 
stand that substantially the samé 
thing is taking place in several 
other states.” 


While George declined to discuss 
specifically any state other than his 
own, Senator Smith (Dem.), South) 
Carolina, expressed the belief the) 
administration was trying to exer- 
cise direct control of patronage in 
hig state. Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, said that at one time an 
unsuccessful attempt was made to 
organize a New Deal Patronage 
Committee in Maryland. 

These three Senators were op- 
posed unsuccessfully by President 
Roosevelt in last year’s primary 
elections because of their opposi- 
tion to various administration mea- 
sures. 

A few weeks ago, Senators Byrd 
and Glass, Virginia Democrats, as- 
serted that President Roosevelt had 
turned over Virginia patronage 
matters to Gov. James H. Price. 
The patronage situation occupied 
the attention of the Senate briefly 
yesterday during debate over the 
Government reorganization bill, 
when George declared that patron- 
age considerations in shifting about 
or eliminating Government bureas 
might not be of so much importance 
to Congress in the future. 

“There could not be so much in- 
terference by Senators and mem- 
bers of the House under the new 
dispensation,” he said, “under which 
an administration sets up patron- 
age committees in the states, pat- 
ronage committees which, I might 
add, are supposed to have much to 
do with the selection of. the dele- 
gates to the next national conven- 
tion.”

WIFE OF VON BERNSTORFF

NEW YORK, March 17 (AP).— 
Countess Johan von Bernstorff, 
American-born wife of Germany's 
World War Ambassador, was ac- 
cused in Surrogate Court yesterday 
of exercising undue influence in 
the disposition of the $3,000,000 es- 
tate of her former governess d 
stepmother, Mrs. Edward Lucke- 
meyer, widow of the German- 
American silk magnate. 
The guardian of three of Mrs. 
Luckemeyer’s nieces — Myrtle Sil- 
vere and Myrrhine Mattyhssens, 
who live in France—began action 
to revoke the probate of Mrs. 
Luckemeyer'’s will, filed last year. 
It leaves the bulk of the estate to 
the Countess and the latter’s daugh- 
ter, Princess Zu Loewenstein of 
Merano, Italy. 
The guardian, John C. Knox, said 
Mrs. Luckemeyer at the time of 
her death last year was suffering 
from a senile disease engendering 
“a mania of submissiveness and 
complete resignation.” He con-

He was accompanied by a con- 
voy of armored cars and Blackshirt 


elite guards. The Nazis did not 
want to risk any Slavic displeagute 
in the path of the Fuehrer. 

Four years and a day after the 
one-time army corporal informed. 
the world he would cut the bonds 
of the Versailles Treaty, he was 
on a tour of conquest—the second 
since he rode into Austria last 
March. 

The Fuehrer was looking over 
Germany's new elbow room’ — the 
“lebensraum” or living space which 
he recently told the Reichstag Ger- 
many’s millions had to have unless 
they could increase exports and 
imports in great measures. 

In Reach of Ukraine. 

This elbow room, putting Nazi 
Germany almost within arm’s reach 
of the Soviet Union’s “bread- 
basket”, the Ukraine, became part 
of greater Germany yesterday. 

Wilhelmstrasse circles said Hitler 
and his advisers were planning an 
entirely different kind of protec- 
tion for Slovakia from that estab- 
lished in Bohemia and Moravia. 

Officials, while not giving any de- 
tails, said there was a vital differ- 
ence between the “protection” the 
Fuehrer agreed to give Dr. Joseph 
Tiso, Premier of Slovakia, and the 
protectorate he invoked for the 
Czechs, 

Orthodox characteristics of a pro- 
tectorate, such as the taking over 
of foreign affairs and military de- 
fense, were visible in the case of 
Bohemia and Moravia. 

Hungary's occupation of Carpa- 
tho-Ukraine, the third element of 
the former Czecho-Slovak republic, 
was regarded as accomplished, 


Rules 10,000,000 Slavs, 


Today, in his new role of pro- 
tector, Hitler ruled almost 10,000,- 
000 Slavs—that is, Czechs and 
Slovaks--living in Bohemia and 
Moravia, which comprise 19,030 
square miles, and Slovakia, 14,600 
square miles. 

With these people 
Swastika, the inhabitants of Hit- 
ler’s Reich, or realm, numbered 
nearly 90,000,000. Before the an- 
hexation of Austria and the ab- 
sorption last October of Czecho- 
Slovakia’s Sudetenland, Germany 
Was a nation of 66,000,000. 

All that was left of Czecho 
Slovakia after the Munich parti- 
tion of September now is Hitler's, 
Save Carpatho-Ukraine (area: 4206 
square miles, population: 550,000) 
which yesterday was declared part 
of the Kingdom of Hungary. 

Hitler left Prague, the ancient 
capital of Bohemian Kings and, in 
the past 20 years, of Czecho-Slovak 
Presidents, without reviewing the 
troops or engaging in one of his 
triumphal parades. After he and 
his immediate staff had gone, the

“According to the Constitution of 
the Czecho-Slovak Repubiic,’ Hur- 
ban said, “any territorial changes 
of the state must be approved by 
the Czecho-Slovak Nationa! As- 
sembly with a three-fifths major- 
ity of all its members.” 


Says Hacha Can’t Cede Land. 

“The President or the Govern- 
ment is not empowered by the Con- 
stitution to cede any part of 
Czecho-Slovak territory. The agree- 
ment signed in Berlin on Marth 
15, therefore, is not valid. 


“I took the oath to opey the laws 
of the Czecho-Slovak Republic; no 
one hag power to force me to act 
against the law.” 

Insisting that he must aave a 
jwritten order from Emil Hacha, 
last President of the Republic, tell- 
ing him to get out, Hurban suid 
this document “must state that the 
Czecho-Slovak Parliament by a 
two-thirds vote, approved the 
merger with Germany.” 

This demand, on the surface, can 
not be met. While the Slovak Par- 
liament voted its independence of 
the Czechs in favor of German 
“protection,” the Czechs’ absorp- 
tion by Germany was by decree in- 
stead of parliamentary action. 

Hurban, who refused a German 
demand to evacuate yesterday, 
would not comment on a reporter's 
question as to whether he had re- 
ceived a cable from Prague after- 
wards. 

Demands Written Orders. 

“I stand on what I said yester- 
day, that I must have a written, not 
a telegraphic, document signed by 
President Hacha,” he said, 

“But this document,” he added, 
“must state that what has been 
done was done constitutionally. 

“By that I mean it must state 
that the Czecho-Slovak Parliament 
by a two-thirds vote, approved the 
merger of Czecho-Slovakia with 
Germany. 

“Until I get such a document, I 
shall not turn over the legation to 
the German embassy.” 

Hurban took his stand after a 
conference with State Department 
officials.

On Radio, New Hampshire Re- 
publican Declares Roosevelt 
Proposal Is Dishonest, 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP).— 
A foreign policy employing “meth- 
ods short of war’—an expression 


used by President Roosevelt—to 
impress American sentiments upon 
other countries was denounced as 
dishonest by Senator © Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire last night. 

In a radio discussion of national 
defense with Senator Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, Bridges asserted 
such a policy “misleads the very 
nations which we favor in Europe” 
—unless this country is “prepared 
to go the whole distance, which 
may mean war.” 

Connally generally approved the 
President's recent four-point state- 
ment of principle, which included 
an expression of American opposi- 
tion to “entangling alliances,” but 
said the word “entangling” was 
subject to varying interpretations. 

Such associations as this country 
had with the Allies during ,the 
World War, he added, were but 
‘temporary, and George Washington 
himself said the United States 
could “safely trust to temporary 
alliances for extraordinary emer- 
gencies.” 

Bridges opposed even “tempo- 
rary alliances,” and both speakers 
agreed the United States should 
not interfere in the internal ‘work- 
ings of other Governments. 

They agreed, too, that protection 
of the Americas should be the first 
concern of the United States, the 
New Englander observing it should 
be generally “a consistent self-de- 
fense policy,” and the Texan say- 
ing: “If any foreign Government 
goes beyond its own boundaries 
and seeks to establish in South or 
Central America forms of Govern- 
‘ment or institutions hostile to the 
‘republican systems of Government 
‘adopted by the peoples of Latin 


America or dangerous to the safe- 
ity of the institutions of the 
United States, it would become the 
duty of the United States to resist 
such aggtession or attack.” 

Bridges said the President's 
“word may lead to war or peace.” 

“What assurance,” he sald, “have 
we that in another month or s0 
he will not come forth with a new 
foreign policy? His periodic 
changes in foreign policy are very 
dangerous, not only to the peace of 
mind of the American people, but 
to the safety of the country.”

Message Not Planned. 

He said that he did not think 
he would send a message to Con- 
gress giving his views on the 
needed changes. Such details, he 
added, could be worked out by con- 
ferences. 

“Do your plans go beyond ask- 
ing extension of the ‘cash and 
carry’ provisions?” he was asked. 
He replied that the best answer he 
could give was to read the Jan. 4 
message.

Washington Gains an Enigma in Frank Mur- 
phy, the New Attorney-General — Pen 
Picture of a Crusader Who Has Gone Far

WASHINGTON, March 17.’ 
TTORNEY - GENERAL 
FRANK MURPHY’S announce- 
ment yesterday of a new “dis- 

criminating” policy in the enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust . laws—ob- 
viousiy a part of the Morgenthau- 
Hopkins “appeasement” program 
—brings again into the news pic- 
ture a man who is going to be 
there a good part of the time dur- 
ing the next two years. 

The former Micnigan Governor, 
placed in the Roosevelt Cabinet 
after his defeat last fall for re-elec- 
tion, came to Washington an 
enigma both to the politicians here 
and the reporters who watch the 
doings of the politicians. He is stil! 
an enigma to many in both those 
categories, for he does not fit into 
any of the familiar political pat- 
terns. 

Reporters came away from his 
early press conferences wondering 
whether he was excessively subtle 
or excessivély ingenuous. Mixed 
with specifid and apparently can- 
did replies to a great variety, prob- 
ing questions were ponderous tru- 
isms on the safe subjects of de- 
mocracy, justice for high and low, 
and the like. It was not clear 
whether the Attorney-General was 
using them to cover up a scarcity 
of ideas, or to fill in embarrassing 
blanks in the conversation. Neither 
he nor the reporters had found 
themselves in their relations to 
one another, 


Unlike His Predecessor. 


Murphy, if the way he conducts 
his press conferences is any cri- 
terion, is daily becoming surer of 
himself in his new job. The pon- 
derosities are almost gone. He 
gives the impression of a public 
official who wants the public to 
know a great deal about what he 
is doing. That is an impressien, 
incidentally, that used not to be 
gained at the Department of Jus- 
tice under Murphy’s predecessor, 
the politically-minded Homer Cum- 
mings. Cummings likéd to spar 
with the reporters. Murphy listens 
attentively to a question, makes 
sure he has got it straight in his 
mind, answers it with meticulous 
care. Not many of his replies are 
“off the record.” 

Murphy has red hair, thin on top, 
and an ascetic face. His blue eyes 
sparkle when he:is interested, and 
his countenance, for all its gravity, 
breaks quickly into a smile. He 
is extremely soft-spoken. You are 
not surprised to learn that he 
neither smokes nor drinks, for you 
get the idea from watching and 
listening to him that he is a man 
who has deliberately set out to 


keep himself both mentally and 
physically fit. He is trained down, 
one feels, to a razor-edge fineness. 

The enigma of Frank Murphy is 
resolved if you accept at face value 
the judgment of his friends. There 
ig no reason in his record why it 
should not be so accepted. He has 
“dedicated himself to the public 
service”; he is obsessed with the 
importance of whatever he is do- 
ing; he has profound faith in him- 
self and his destiny. It is of such 
stuff that crusaders are made. Mur- 
phy is a crusader. He sees himself 
as having been “called” to the pub- 
lice service, as other men have felt 
themselves called to the religious 
life. He is for the Roosevelt policies, 
in the large, because he thinks they 
tend to improve the lot of the com- 
mon man. He is not posing, say 
his friends, when in his press con- 
ferences, as he so often does, he 


speaks of the “public interest” as 


the touchstone for the determina- 
tion of a policy.

An Impressive Career. 


Murphy was born 46 years ago 
into a poor Irish-Catholic family 
at Harbor Beach, Mich. He worked 
his way through the University of 
Michigan, where he received a law 
degree in 1914. He was a captain 
of infantry in the United States 
Army overseas. The rest of his 
career is well known. It includes 
election to three public offices— 
Judge of the Recorder’s Court in 
Detroit, Mayor of Detroit, Gov- 
ernor of Michigan. He has the 
reputation’ of having surrounded 
himself, in all his offices, with cap- 
able men and of having won and 
held their intense loyalty. 

Is Murphy destined for a higher 
place? Only this can be said: He 
is ambitious; he will help destiny 
all he can. He had scarcely taken 
his seat as Attorney-General be- 
fore he began moving against Judge 
Manton of New York. He has 
said that he will create a division 
of civil liberties in the Department 
of Justice. He intends to take a 
hand in the conduct of the depart- 
ment’s more important cases over 
the country. He seems to want 
to improve the personne! of the de- 
partment, to rid it of men who 
have outside business connections. 
He will make extensive use of the 
investigating machinery of the de- 
partment. 

It is not to disparage these 
worthy activities to say that they 
may be part of a conscious design 
to increase the political stature 
of the Attorney-General. 


There is nothing wrong with an 
ambition to be President. 


U. S. LABOR-SAVING 
DEVICES ADVOCATED 
FOR USE IN RUSSIA 


Vice-Premier Says Servant 
Shortage Must Be Met With 
Electrical Appliances. 


MOSCOW, March 17 (AP). — 
American labor saving devices must 
be copied because of the shortage 


of household servants in Soviet 
Russia, Vice-Premier Anastas Miko- 
yan told the eighteenth all-Union 
Congress of the Communist party 
yesterday. 

Referring to complaints by 
woman workers that they were un- 
able to obtain servants to take over 
home tasks, the Vice-Premier said 
they should feel happy because the 
Soviet people had become so pros- 
perous it was hard to find anyone 
willing to do housework. 

“Americans have taught us much 
in this direction,” he said. “When 
the Americans had their period of 
prosperity they also had difficulty 
in finding household servants. 5So 
they developed those branches of 
industry which make household 
tasks easier. 

“We must develop production of 
gas and electric stoves, dishwash- 
ers, vacuum cleaners, laundries, 
et cetera.” 

Discussing Soviet Russia s large 
cotton surplus, Mikoyan said the 
problem was not to find a market 
for it but to transform the raw 
material into clothing. The textile 
industry has not been able to handle 
the available supply. 

“We have in our warehouses big, 
abnormal surpluses of cotton,” he 
said, “which we must manage to 
use in the next one or two years. 
. . « The industry has not been 
able to satisfy the demand for 


clothing.”

250 LEGISLATURE BILLS 
MARKED FOR DISCARD 


Revision Report Would Kill 
Many Important Measures in 
House and Senate. 


JEFFERSON CITY, M@rch 17 
(AP)—A fourth of the Legislature's 
pending 1000 bills—among them 
some of the most controversial 
measures of the session—were 
marked for the discard today by a 
joint revision committee.

ures—including the “Fair Trade” 
Act, the housing and slum clearance 
bills, the wages-and-hours act, the 
milk control measures, and the La- 
bor Relations Board bills—were 
among those which the committe 
recommended be killed.

A 1932 constitutional amendment 
limits decennial revision sessions to 
70 days for consideration of “new 
legislation” and provides that aft- 
er the expiration of those 70 days 
nothing may be considered except 
appropriation and revision bills and 
measures specifically recommended 
by the Governor. 

Senate measures stricken in- 
cluded a bill to establish teach- 
ers’ pension system, one to provide 
for settlement of an Iowa-Missouri 
boundary dispute, one to tax cigar- 
ettes and one to set up a “Travel- 
in-Missouri” Commission.

Woodring asked Congress yester- 
day to adopt at once the proposal 
for an additional set of locks at a 
distance of a quarter to a half 
mile.from the two present sets. 
The new structures, which like the 
present ones would raise and lower 
vessels from one water level to -an- 
other, would be connected with the 
main canal by wide and deep chan- 
nels. 

Aid to Defense of Canal. 

A report by Gen. Ridley, which 
Woodring submitted, said it was 
obvious that the proposed improve- 
ments would make it more diffi- 
cult to put the Canal out of com- 
mission and thus prevent Ameri- 
can warships from moving swiftly 
between the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, He proposed, too, that the 
new locks be designed for resist- 
ance to air raids and sabotage. 

The Canal Zone Governor esti- 
mated that commercial traffic 
would not tax the Canal’s capacity 
until 1961, but he said this consid- 
eration alone would justify consid- 
ing the proposed construction with- 
in 10 or 12 years. 

If Congress authorizes the under- 
taking now, Ridley’s report con- 
tinued, the new locks for a num- 
ber of years could be used exclu- 
sively for navy ships and a few 
passenger vessels too large to pass 
through the present locks. 

The new locks would provide 
chambers having “usable dimen- 
sions” 1200 feet long and 135 feet 
wide and with a navigable depth 
of 45 feet.

A Rebuke to No, 1 G-Man.

I FOR one, am becoming extremely 

,« annoyed with the publicity-seeking 
tactics of J, Edgar Hoover, our es- 
teemed head of the Federal Bureay of 
Investigation. Every time you pick up 
the paper, you find some new release, 
the infertile production of some publicity 
hack. His latest appeared in your paper 
recently under the headline “Finger- 
printing the Judge.” It has all the ear- 
marks of a manufactured gag, and cer- 
tainly has nothing to do with crime. 
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EUROPE’S EMPEROR. 

The massive memory of Bismarck shrivels in the 
blazing sun of Adolf Hitler's conquests. The former 
won by “blood and iron,” utilizing intrigue as a 
preface. The latter wins by strategy of conference, 
fortified by force, to be sure, and punctuated by the 
threat, of marching armies. 

Schuschnigg is summoned to Berchtesgaden for an 
afternoon in the torture chamber, and Austria is 
expunged from the map while Vienna becomes Ber- 
lin’s scrubwoman. 

How many a plotting hour ticked secretly across 
the clock as Hitler suggested and Henlein acqui- 
esced may only be surmised. But at last the Sude- 
ten Germans, under superb coaching, were letter- 
perfect in their parts, and the Reich was ready to 
rescue their brothers from the tyranny of “ruthless 
Czecho-Slovakia.” What would the neighbors say— 
the great Powers pledged to safeguard that one green 
isle of democracy in stormy Central Europe? France 
was explicitly committed; Russia conditionally; En- 
gland impliedly. Chamberlain made his pilgrimage 
to the Fuehrer’s mountain retreat, and later, with 
Daladier, consented to the pillage of the little Re- 
public at Munich’s midnight. 

With Austria and the Sudetenland securely pos- 
sessed and the plunder respectably approved, Herr 
Hitler’s hunger was satisfied, rapacity was fore- 
sworn, there would be no more raids in Europe. 
“The Sudetenland,” said Hitler at the Berlin Sports- 
palast on Sept. 26, 1938, “is the last territorial de- 
mand I have to make in Europe.” And in an earlier 
September speech at Nuremberg, he said he had given 
the guaranty to.Chamberlain: “We do not want any 
Czechs any more.” 

England believed, officially. So did France. Russia 
refused to be deceived, distrusting Hitler’s vow and 
subsequently impugning the motives of both Cham- 
berlain and Daladier. Russia’s suspicions have been 
frightfully vindicated, and today London and Paris 
join with Moscow in pronouncing worthless the word 
of Hitler. And Mussolini’s Rome, at the other end 
of the paper axis, sees in the once barred doors of the 
Brenner pass an open gateway for a Colossus in grow- 
ing pains. 

In Dr. Tiso of Slovakia, Hitler seems to have 
found a craftier confederate than Henlein of the 
shriekingly managed Sudeten affair. Or perhaps 
Der Fuehrer has acquired a more polished technique. 
Surely the consummate skill of this latest coup, that 
caught the world flat-footed, may not be denied. 
Machiavelli could write it. Hitler does it. The re- 
volt of Slovakia, inspired, promoted and directed 
in Berlin, is a masterpiece of statecraft. Moralists 
may deplore. Lights may burn late in sleepless chan- 
celleries, The thing is done. A fait accompli, in the 
language of diplomacy, and the architect of the Ger- 
man Empire awakes in the historic castle of centu- 
ries-old Prague to breakfast contentedly and to count 
his gains, 

He counts his gains realistically. Slovakia’s inde- 
pendence lived but a day. Tiso, the politician, may 
now turn back to the priestly beads he seemingly had 
forsaken. The swastika is his country’s flag. 

What a vulturous ides of March for the ravished, 
murdered homeland which Masaryk’s genius had 
guided into the stature of a fine nation! The swas- 
tika flies over Bohemia and Moravia, and Hungary 
comes up from the south to seize Carpatho-Ukraine, 
with Poland ghoulishly hurrying to the feast of 
death. 

The German Empire, territorially, is mighty to- 
day, and Hitler has inventoried the spoils with bar- 
baric gusto. 

The continental balance of power, deftly main- 
tained, with grave lapses, of course, by Britain’s min- 
isterial jugglery, trembles under the tread of Europe’s 
Emperor. i 
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The proverbial “luck of the Irish” was on vacation

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ONE HOPE FOR ELECTION REFORMS. 

The Missouri House Committee on Bilections has 
done a murderous piece of work, to the delight of 
the ballot buyers and the ballot-box stuffers. The 
members emerged from an executive session involv- 
ing the fundamental principles of democracy with a 
report on the death of four election reform bills. The 
measures would have assured secrecy in voting and 
would have required preservation of ballots for more 
than the present limit of 12 months if an inquiry 
were pending. 

Hopes had been aroused a few days ago when 
the ‘committee was reported to be combining the best 
parts of two ballot bills into a substitute that would 
insure a really secret ballot: going into an unstuff- 
able ballot box. Now, not only has hope for this 
reform gone glimmering, but the expectation of as- 
suring grand jury inquiry of election frauds without 
danger of obstruction under the law requiring ballot 
destruction after a year also has fallen flat. 

There is a sure way of getting these reforms. It 
is the initiative. Since the House Elections Com- 
mittee has proved so adept at the gentle art of assagsi- 
nating measures so imperatively needed, it seems that 
the citizenry must fall back on the initiative unless 
it is willing to concede defeat. 

It would be a simple matter for any of the several 
organizations approving the slaughtered bills to 
start initiative proceedings. The Missouri Peace 
Action Committee, for one, urged its members this 
week to write to their legislators in support of the 
secret ballot as “part of the democratic process and 
inalienable right of citizens to vote as they see fit 
without direction or interference of others.” It 
would not be incongruous for its members to join 
the war on crime and corruption by getting signa- 
tures to initiative petitions for the murdered election 
reform bills.

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And here’s a Methodist Bishop calling the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution “mothers of Fas- 
cism.” What if he had called them grandmothers! 
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ARE VOTES ALL THAT COUNT? 

Needy widows with dependent children continue to 
be the outcasts of the social security system in Mis- 
souri. Although old-age pension payments have been 
resumed, widows and dependent children are still go- 
ing without their monthly checks. They have had 
no aid since early in January, and their condi- 
tion, according to social workers, is far more pre- 
carious than was that of the recipients of old-age 
assistance. 

A temporary appropriation for widows and de- 
pendent children has been passed by the Legislature, 
it is true, but it is so niggardly that it does not af- 
ford a basis for proceeding with payments. The ap- 
propriation made is on the basis of an annual 
allowance, including both State and Federal funds, 
of $1,875,000. The State Social Security Commission 
estimates that $3,250,000 a year is required to care 
for the 7800 families already on the rolls, to say 
nothing of an estiniated 4000 families who can estab- 
lish their claims to admission during the current 
biennium. 

Even if it is conceded that the commission’s esti- 
mates will allow some paring it still is certain that 
the appropriation as it now stands is grossly insuf- 
ficient and out of line with that made for the old- 
age pensioners. The least the Legislature can reason- 
ably do is to grant a percentage of the commission’s 
request for funds for this group comparable with the 
percentage granted for pensioners.

Psychologists whisper that this 
abominable type of shoe is the first step towards the 
toe-talitarian state. We dismiss that sort of stuff 
as twaddie, but, at this distance from 1940, we sup- 
port the Kansas City Galahad’s daring attack on the 
semi-nude shoe in toto.

Overseas colonies are not the major item 
on the Fuehrer’s schedule. The campaign 
for overseas colonies may serve to screen 
the Reich’s major objective, her drive to 
the East. But the political and economic 
“co-ordination” of Czecho-Slovakia with the 
Reich will not be a short process. In the 
occupied territory many problems remain 
to be solved: problems inherent in the loss 
‘of markets by Sudeten industries, problems 
arising from inadequacy of raw materials, 
unemployment and a dearth of food sup- 
plies. All these questions affecting terri- 
tory that was part of Czecho-Slovakia will 
require concentration of Nazi energies and 
economic resources that might otherwise 
soon be devoted to overseas adventures.

For the 
Reich is living in a war atmosphere, an at- 
mosphere of short rations, lack of essential 
foods and malnutrition.

The extraordinary growth of in- 
ternal tariffs in the United States, 
with all manner of discriminatory 
taxes and regulations against in- 
terstate commerce, is due to the 
same fundamental cause. The local 
manufacturers, mérchants, em- 
ployes and farmers are striving to 
protect for themselves what they 
feel is a limited opportunity to 
make a living. 

The fiscal problem of the Fed- 
eral Government is, so to speak, an 
over-all attempt to provide relief 
against the consequences of the 
contracting economy, and _ also 
against the consequences of all the 
protectionist measures—by labor 
unions, business monopolies, farm- 
ers and state Legislatures—which 
aggravate the disease they are in- 
tended to remedy. 

The Federal Government spends 
enormously for “relief,” that is, to 
support the economic outcasts of 
the whole system, and it spends in 
order to “prime the pump,” that is, 
in order to expand artificially an 
economy which is contracting. 

Then in order to finance the re- 
lief, it imposes taxes which suffo- 
cate enterprise and thus cause a 
still further contraction of the econ- 
omy. 

The thing is a vicious spiral. The 
tendency toward contracting oppor- 
tunities is met by protectionist 
measures, tariffs, monopolies, labor 
union wage rates, farm control, re- 
lief expenditures and high taxes. 
These protective measures in turn 
cause the economy to contract fur- 
ther.

The spiral can be broken only by 
a vivid understanding on the part 
of the people that the popular rem- 
edies not only do not cure but great- 
ly aggravate the trouble. But this 
understanding would be much facil- 
itated if the Federal administra- 
tion had the courage and the imag- 
ination to set in motion by bold 
tax reforms the dynamic force of 
private investment. 

That is the only force that can 
quickly create a feeling that Oppor- 
tunity is expanding. And in that 
atmosphere of expansion, it will 
alone be possible to counteract the 
almost universal disposition toward 
protection, control, monopoly, pro- 
vincialism and economic rigidity.

Six-Mile-a-Minute Planes Like 


Ones in Europe to Be Put 
Out by Hundreds. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—The Army began testing today 
several of the world's fastest light 
bombing planes, which will be 
turned out by the hundreds under 
the Air Corps expansion program. 

New model two-motor attack 
bombers submitted by their build- 
ers at Wright Field, Dayton, O., in 


an Air Corps design competition) 


were reported to have speeds ap- 
roaching six miles a minute. 

Bristling with machine guns and 

equipped to -carry bombs, the 
planes are new to the United 
States, Major-General Henry H. Ar- 
nold, Air Corp Chief, recently told 
Congress. 
Because of their speed, only the 
fastest pursuit planes can cope 
with them. Foreign nations have 
concentrated on the type for two 
or three years. 

Three manufacturers, officials 
said, submitted planes. They were 
Martin of Baltimore, the Stearman 
division of the Boeing Aircraft Cor- 
poration, with a plant at Wichita,| 
Kan. and North American Avia- 
tion, Inc., Inglewood, Cal. 

With unprecedented speed, quan- 
tity production of at least one of 
the models is to start with a mini- 
mum of delay. Contracts may be 
awarded to all the competing man- 
ufacturers, instead of merely to the 
builder of the plane adjudged best. 

Gen. Arnold estimated 125 would 
be in actual service by the middle 
of next year. 

Officials expected the prospective 
cost to be reduced from $500,000 
each on a “tailor-made” basis, to 
about $100,000 in quantity produc- 


tion.

NAVY SEEKS SPONSOR 
WHO WON’T GET WET, 
OR SPLASHLESS WINE 


Women Just Won’t Stand to 
Starboard, Whack Bottle 
on Port Side of Bow. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—The champagne and sponsor di- 
vision of the navy has use for a 
wine that won't splatter or a spon- 
sor who won't get wet. 

The United States, in the midst 
of a shipbuilding program, is 
launching a vessel every month or 
so, and the dockyards are covered 
with spattered champagne—so are 
the sponsors. 

A sponsor, of course, is a woman 
who is officially handed a bottle 
of wine with which she officially 
smacks the bow of a ship, and at 
the same time officially pronounces 
the vessel's name. 

There have been no demands on 
the navy to pay cleaners’ bills, but 
some pained looks are being shot 
at some of the high command. 

Admirals admit much progress 
has been made in ship design, guns 
and navigation, but the champagne 
and sponsor division hasn't kept 
pace. It has seen but two inno- 
vations: 

First is the hand guard—a sort 
of inverted funnel which fits over 


ithe bottle neck and is supposed to 


keep milady’s hand from getting 
cut. 

Second is the shirt for the bottle 
—a protective device which fits 
over the bottle’s body and is sup- 
posed to keep the glass from flying 
in milady’s face. 

Neither is fool-proof, and no mat- 
ter how hard everybody tries, 
champagne still drenches dresses. 

Officers have despaired of try- 
ing fo remedy the situation by 
teaching the sponsors to stand on 
the starboard side of the bow and 
whack the bottle on the port side.

WIFE, FRIEND INDICTED 
NE. ST. LOUIS BEATING 


Woman Accused of Getting 
Men to Attack Husband Is 
Seized in Oklahoma, 


Mrs. Jean Himmaugh, 23 years 
old, and her friend, John Hurd, 23 
years old, a taxicab driver both of 
East St. Louis, were charged with 


lassault with intent to commit mur- 


der in indictments voted by an 
East St. Louis City Court grand 
jury March 1, it was disclosed yes- 
terday, following Mrs. Himmaugh’s 
arrest in Sapulpa, Ok. 

State’s Attorney Louis Zerweck 
said the indictments were based on 
evidence that Hurd and two com- 
panions, acting on requests by Mrs. 
Himmaugh, lured her estranged 
husband, Raymond Himmaugh, 
from his home at 2917 Conyerse 
avenue by a telephone call at 4 
o’clock on the morning of Jan. 15 
and beat him severely with ham- 
mers and blackjacks. He suffered 
serious head injuries. 

When Himmaugh went outdoors, 
Zerweck said, the three men, one 
of them Hurd, jumped out of a 
taxicab in which Mrs. Himmaugh 
was seated and began slugging him. 
They held him by his coat, but he 
slipped out of it and ran up the 
street. He was overtaken, and 
beaten into unconsciousness, Zer- 
weck said, then placed in the cab 
and taken to a lonely road out in 
St. Clair County where the beating 
was continued. His assailants then 
drove him back to Forty-third and 
State streets in East St. Louis and 
threw him out. 

Himmaugh, who spent four days 
in the hospital after the attack, 
was able to identify his wife and 
Hurd, but not the two other assail- 
ants. Hurd, who lives at 1116 Col- 
lege avenue, East St. Louis, was 
arrested immediately after return 
of the indictments, and is being 
held in jail in default of $2000 bond. 
Acting Gov. John Stelle has ap- 
plied for a writ of extradition to 
bring Mrs. Himmaugh to Illinois. 
. The Himmaughs were married 
Oct. 14, 1937, and separated last 
Dec. 23, Himmaugh said, after she 
hit him on the face with a picture 
frame and threatened to cut his|fj 
eyes out with a butcher knife.

BAR KEPT ON FARM

ring an unexpected reversal, will 
continue to keep out of the social 
security system several million per- 
sons who have been omitted from 
the start. 

McCormack said the committee 
decided to act today on that ques- 
tion to save time and expenses of 
persons who wanted to appear. 

One of today’s witnesses was 
John T. Flynn,a writer on economic 
subjects. He told the committee 
the contemplated $47,000,000,000 so- 
cial security reserve was a fiction 
because, he charged, the money 
would be spent on battleships, 
roads and general expenses of the 
Government, 

By 1980, Flynn said, the Govern- 
ment is going to collect $111,000,- 
000,000 in taxes for old-age bene- 
fits, but in the meanwhile will pay 
out in benefits only a little over 
half of the total. 
“This will be done,” Flynn said, 
“under the pretense of creating a 
reserve. The theory is that in 40 
years there will be 47 billion dollars 
somewhere which will be a reserve 
which can be used to pay pensions 
if it is needed. 
“But this reserve is a fiction. It 
will not exist. The 47 billion dollars 
will. be gone. It will have been 
spent by the Government.” 

For Very Small Reserve. 

“And if the Government ever 
needs any part of it, it will have to 
tax the very people for whose bene- 
fit it was esctablished; it will have 
to tax the employers and workers a 
second time in order to get that 
$47,000,000,000. That is a terrible 
sum of money to extract from them 
once, It is an impossible sum to 
extract from them twice for the 
Same alleged purpose.” 

He said it was a blow at social 
security to shift cost of govern- 
ment, to the extent of a billion 
dollars a year, to the social security 
system and the backs of workers 
and employers. The remedy, he 
contended, is to keep social security 
tax rates down “to the actual needs 
of the system, plus a very smal] 
reserve.” 

He said that under the present 
law the Government may borrow 
and spend the excess in the reserve 
fund. 

“It will give its I. O. U.’s to the 
Treasury,” he said. “Having cre- 
ated this debt it will then have to 
impose additional taxes to pay the 
interest on the debt. As fast as it 
collecs this money in taxes in one 


will pay it to another room in the 
Treasury Building as interest on 
the bonds. 

“Then it will borrow what it paid 
in interest, give bonds for that and 
go on paying interest on that too. 
And all this interest must be paid 
with taxes. So you have to add to 
the payroll taxes all the taxes im- 
posed to pay interest on this mythi- 
cal reserve. 

“In other words in the next 40 
years the Government will collect 
about 80 billion dollars in payroll 
taxes and roughly 30 billion dol- 
lars in taxes to meet interest pay- 
ments, or 111 billion dollars.”

Coroner Ray Easton of Park 
County said Earl Durand, 26 years 
old, fired three shots at Undersher- 
iff D. M. Baker and Town Mar- 
shal Charles E. Lewis of Powell, 
killing Baker instantly and fatal- 
ly wounding Lewis. 

Durand opene’ fire on the two 
officers when they drove up to the 
ranch home of his parents, five 
miles northeast of here, where he 
had forced Deputy Sheriff Noah 
Riley to drive him after escaping 
from the Park County jail at Cody. 

Just before opening fire, Durand 
clubbed Riley on the head with a 

) rifle taken from the jail. He had 
shoved Riley ahead of him as he 
stepped from the house. 


Carries Four Rifies With Him. 

Grabbing two more rifles and a 
knapsack from the ranch home, 
Durand went to a neighboring 
rancher and demanded one more 
rifle and ammunition, then head- 
ed northwestward toward the Bear 
Tooth Mountains. 

The fugitive, who some times 
lets his hair grow wildly long, is 
able to forage alone in the hills 
for weeks, “living on the raw meat 
of the game he kills,” said J. M. 
Klindt of Powell. 

Game Warden Boyd Bennion, 
who arrested Durand hiding behind 
a rock Wednesday, said Durand 
was carrying a slab of raw beef 
afid explained he hadn't broiled it 
because “I didn’t have time and 
it’s good raw, anyway.” 

The mortally wounded officers 
were found by W. W. Durand, the 
fugitive’s 62-year-old father, and 
Mrs. Durand, 61. On entering the 
ranch house with Riley, Durand 
had ordered his father to make up 
a light pack of provisions and a 
blanket and then told both parents 
to go to a back room and sit there.

Riley, his head swathed in ban- 
dages, said he ran from the Durand 
ranch ag soon as the fugitive re-

Spanish Surrealist Pleads 
Guilty but New York Judge 
Lets Him Off. 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP).— 
Salvadore Dali, Spanish surrealist, 
was arrested last night on a charge 
of malicious mischief—smashing a 
$135 window of a department store 
that he said changed his art to “an 
ordinary window display.” 

Dali, who came here a few weeks 
ago from Europe, was engaged by 
Bonwit-Teller to decorate two win- 


dows. He chose the theme “nar- 
cissus—day and night” and spent 12 
hours fixing up the windows. One 
window contained a mannequin and 
bathtub, among other things. 

As he strolled along Fifth ave- 
nue to survey his handiwork last 
night he discovered that one win- 
dow was curtained off and the other 
changed. He expostulated with 
store executives. 

Two detectives riding past heard 
a crash, saw a 10-foot pane shat- 
tered and a bathtub protruding 
over the sidewalk. They arrested 
Dali. 

Magistrate Louis Brodsky, at the 
request of counsel for both sides, 
changed the charge to disorderly 
conduct, and after hearing Dali’s 
plea of guilty, suspended sentence. 
Philip Wittenberg, attorney for the 
artist, said Dali “revolted when he 
saw his original idea made ridicul- 
ous.”

What Roosevelt Said in His Mes- 
sage About Neutrality. 

In his Jan. 4 message to Congress, 

to which he referred at his press 


conference today, President Roose- 
velt noted the failure of the present 
neutrality laws, saying: 


“We have learned that God-fear- 
ing democracies of the world which 
observe the sanctity of treaties and 
good faith in their dealings with 
other nations cannot safely be in- 
different to international lawless- 
ness anywhere. They cannot for- 
ever let pass, without effective pro- 
test, acts of aggression against sis- 
ter nations—acts which automat- 
ically undermine all of us. 


“Obviously they must proceed 
along practical, peaceful lines. But 
the mere fact that we rightly de- 
cline to intervene with arms to pre- 
vent acts of aggression does not 
mean that we must act as if there 
were no aggression at all. Words 
may be futile, but war is not the 
only means of commanding a de- 
cent respect for the opinions of 
mankind. There are many methods 
short of war, but stronger and 
more effective than mere words, of 
bringing home to aggressor Gov- 
ernments the aggregate sentiments 
of our Own people. 


“At the very least, we can and 
should avoid any action, or any 
lack of action, which will encour- 
age, assist or build up an aggres- 
sor. We have learned that when

ROTATION SYSTEM 
CONSIDERED FOR 
WPA WORKERS 


Congressmen Talk of Pro- 
viding Next Year That 


Those Longest on Rolls 
Be Replaced. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP), 
—The WPA and Congressmen han- 
dling relief appropriations are giv- 
ing serious consideration to a plan) 
for replacing persons who have 
been on relief rolls longest with 
individuals on the waiting list. 

Both WPA Administrator Har- 
rington and members of a House 
appropriations subcommittee were 
described today as favoring such 
an arrangement, 

This rotation system, it was dis- 
closed, has received considerable 
attention at hearings before the 
subcommittee on President Roose- 
velt’s request for a supplementary 
relief fund of $150,000,000 to fi- 
nance WPA until June 30. 

Interested legislators said a 
provision for a rotation system 
probably would not be written into 
this appropriation bill, but that 
something might be done about it 
when funds are voted for WPA 


activities in the year beginning 
July 1. 
Harrington Testifies Again. 
The subcommittee, as yet uncon- 
vinced that $150,000,000 more is 
necessary, recalled Harrington for 
further questioning this morning. 
Some sentiment for a compro- 
mise appropriation already has de- 
veloped. A majority of the sub- 
committee appeared to think that 
additional funds must be provided, 
but they disagreed on the amount. 
President Roosevelt said 1,200,000 
persons wou’d be removed from 
the ralls by early June unless the 
$150,000,000 were forthcoming. 
Subcommittee members said they 


had been told that reductions would 
be made by eliminating the least 
necessary projects and not by) 
weeding out employes least in need.)

Representative Woodrum (Dem.), 
Virginia, leading the fight against 
the $150,000,000 fund, said in a 
radio address late yesterday that 
previous hearings and those now 
in progress “will disclose that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars appro- 
priated by the Congress for relief 
of needy American citizens have 
not been expended for that pur- 
pose.” 


“I do not charge graft or cor- 
ruption,” he said, “but I question 
the judgment and challenge the 
wisdom of many of these opera- 
tions.” 


Woodrum States Position. 


Woodrum, who has been in 
charge of WPA appropriations, 
until he was displaced this week 
by the administration leadership, 
prefaced his speech by emphasiz- 
ing that economy was needed. He 
said he had no objection to ap- 
propriating for the relief of citizens 
who are in “real need and unable 
to help” themselves but added: 

“I have questioned, and do now 
question, the propriety of many 
of the expenditures and many of! 
the functions of the present Federal 
(relief) setup. 


“I recognize and am willing to 
give credit for very much splendid 
work that has been done by the 
WPA, but that does not justify to 
any extent some of the other things 
that have happened. The situa- 
tion as it has developed has 
brought me to the point where 
I seriously question whether the 
time has not come when the Fed- 
eral Government should place the 
major part of the responsibility 
for the administration of relief on 
states and localities. : 


“I recognize the fact that states 
and localities are not financially 
able at the moment to bear all of 
ths burfien and that the Federal 
Government will have, in the 
coming years, to participate © sub-| 
stantially by way of grants to the! 
states in the aid of unemployment 
relief.” 


The CIO supported the Presi- 
dent’s request with a statement 
that even $150,000,.000 was “no 
enough to do the WPA job adequ- 
ately,” but would “prevent a very 
serious nationwide emergency.” It 
added that there was “need for 
great haste” on the part of Con- 
gress, lest there be serious cuts 
in the WPA roster in early April.

Shaw’s Garden, Short of Funds, 
Closes Its Canal Zone Station 


Gives Up Land at Balboa for Use as Park— 
Also Dismisses European Repre- 
sentative to Save Money. 


The Shaw’s Garden tropical sta- 


tion at Balboa, Canal Zone, which 
has been of prime aid in establish- 
ing the garden as a leader in or- 
chid culture, has been abandoned 
because of shrinkage in income, Dr. 
George T. Moore, director of the 
garden, has announced. 

It cost between $4000 and $5000 
a year to maintain the station, Dr. 
Moore said. In the garden's neces- 
sary economy campaign those ac- 
tivities outside St. Louis are being 
dropped first, he added. 

The station, comprising a tract of 
about three acres in the heart of 
Balboa, will be taken over by the 
Canal Zone Government and con- 
verted into a park. Paul H. Allen 
of Kirkwood, who has been mana- 
ger of the station, has been re- 
tained by the Governmént as park 
supervisor. 

The garden also has dismissed 
its Eurdpean representative, Gur- 
ney Wilson of Hove, Sussex, En- 
gland, for reason of economy. Wil- 
son kept the garden informed on 
al European horticultural develop- 
ments and provided for exchanges 
with foreign botanical groups. 

The importance of the tropical 


that in the annual orchid show at 
the garden last month four of the 
most notable varieties had been 
sent from Panama. These were 
the spider, braided, dancing gir! and 
Lady of the Night orchids. 
Established in 1926, the tropical 
station also has been the base of 
operations for various expeditions 
by botanists to study the unex- 
plored flora of Central America. 
The garden’s income, which is 
derived from the real estate, stocks 
and bonds held in the Henry Shaw 
estate, began declining 10 years ago 


‘and has dropped about 25 per cent 


in the decade. Last year the gross 
income was $216,000. The net in- 
come for the garden’s use, after 
the deduction of taxes and expenses 
of administering the estate, was 
$159,000. 

Rigid ecbnomies already have 
been put into effect at the garden's 
main display houses on Tower 
Grove avenue. The arboretum at 
Gray Summit, used for the breed- 
ing and development of orchids, 
has never been opened to the pub- 
lic because of lack of funds.

JAPAN MOVING TROOPS 
TO RUSSIAN BORDER 


Heavy Concentration Also on 
Sakhalin Island as Fishing 
Dispute Continues. 


SHANGHAI, March 17 (AP).— 
Heavy movements of Japanese 
troops to Sakhalin Island and Man- 
choukuo, Japan’s protectorate bor- 
dering Soviet Russia, were report- 
ed yesterday by neutral foreign 
military observers to have been un- 
der way for the last week. Japan 
and the Soviet Union are in a bit- 
ter dispute over Japanese fishing 
rights off the East Siberian Coast. 


Though Japan normally sends 
about 50,000 men as replacements 
for its Manchoukuo gaprisons dur- 
ing March each year; it was noted 
that present troop movements were 
all toward the frontier and no 
relieved troops were returning. 


40,000 Troops on Island. 


Foreign military observers said 
two Japanese divisions, of a total 
estimated at 40,000 men, had land- 
ed on Sakhalin Island, owned half 
by Japan and half by Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

Two other divisions landed at 
Manchoukuo ports during the week, 
these reports said, and were rushed 
immediately to the: Soviet frontier. 

Rashin, North Korean port near 
Changkufeng, where heavy Rus- 
sian-Japanese fighting occurred 
last summer, was reported closed 
to all shipping except Japanese 
transports. Service on the railway 
between Harbin and Manchuli, in 
Manchoukuo’s Far Northwest, was 
said to have been disrupted by 
heavy troops movements, 

Since the movements were all in 
one direction, it was believed Japan 


‘might be doubling its garrisons at 


least until settlement of the fisher- 
ies dispute is reached. 

Few Troops Moving Into China. 

Most of the troops were said to 
have been sent from Japan proper, 
and since few fresh troops were 
moving into North China, a slow- 
ing down of Chinese-Japanese hos- 
tilities might result. 

Japanese continued an offensive 
northward along the Han River 
and carried on mopping up ma- 
neuvers in Northern Kiangsu Prov- 
ince, Shantung and Shansi, but 
otherwise the war areas were com- 
paratively quiet. 

Chinese reports said a British 
missionary, whose name was not 
mentioned, had been killed ina 
Japanese air raid on Pingkiang, in 
Northeast Hunan. 

Japanese air raids in Northwest 
China continued, aimed at disrup- 
tion of Chinese communications 
with Soviet Russia.

McNary said he would insist that 
the United States Employes’ Com- 
pensation Commission be included 
in the exempt list, because labor 
interests wanted it to remain inde- 
pendent. 

Under the reorganization meas- 
ure, already approved by the 
House, the President could reor- 
ganize most Government bureaus 
by executive order. The order 
would not be effective, however, if 
they were disapproved by both 
houses of Congress within 60 days.

— Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, defended the administration’s 
slum clearance program today from 
charges of extravagance and “state 
Socialism” made against it by Sen- 
ator Tydings (Dem.), Maryland. 

Wagner, who sponsored the origi- 
nal bill setting up the United States 
Housing Authority and has intro- 
duced amendments to double its 
$800,000,000 lending authority, said 
Tydings’ charges were the result of 
“a most cursory and inadequate ex- 
amination of the real merits” of the 
program. ' 

Returns in Human Welfare. 
“Wagner, addressing the Senate, 
asserted: 

“Of all the programs for the sound 
rehabilitation of our people and 
the development of our physical 
resources, there is none which has 
a smaller effect upon the national 
debt and which yields a larger re- 
turn in economic benefits and hu- 
man welfare than the public hous- 
ing program.” 

He denied Tydings’ statement 
that USHA houses cost more per 
unit than the average of houses 
insured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. He likewise dis- 
puted the contention that the slum 
clearance program would greatly 
increase the national debt because 
of annual subsidies to help reduce 
rents. 

Tydings had contended the rental 
subsidies actually would pay the 
principal and interest of the hous- 
ing loans over a period of 60 years

‘that Pope Pius XII had set May 
18 for taking possession of the 
Cathedral of St. John Lateran 
which is the Pontiff’s See as Bisho 
of Rome. The church is outside 
Vatican City. 

The Pope has decided to cele- 
brate mass in St. Peter’s Basilica on 
'Easter and afterward to bless the 
‘crowd in St. Peter’s Square from 
‘the balcony where he was crowned 
last Sunday. 

In former days a new Pope’s first 
visit to the Cathedral of St. John 
Lateran was a festive occasion. The 
Pontiff, escorted by a colorful pro- 
cession, either rode horseback or 
in an open carriage. The ceremony 
was suspended during the 59 years 
following 1870 during which the 
Popes remained within the Vatican. 

It is probable the Pope will ride 
in a limousine but many hope he 
will choose one of the ornate horse-

ACH generation discovers life.

NATCHEZ, Miss., March 17. 

PRING has come to the South 
§ ana the sun shines bright on 

the old Mississippi home of the 
Danas, named Glenwood in its hey- 
day before the Civil War. Now, 
in the day of its decay, called 
“Goat Castle,” it is in the tourist 
‘trade and prospering, but there is 
a shadow not cast by its moss-hung 
live oaks. There is danger that 
the last of the Danas will be dis- 
possessed. 

In Chancery Court here there is 
a proceeding by a creditor to take 
Goat Castle from Richard H. .C. 
Dana in satisfaction of a judg- 
ment which was not pressed until 
tourists restored the revenues of 
the estate. It is directed against 
Octavia Dockery, guardian of 
Dana, who is described as a person 
of unsound mind. Strangely, it is 
the legally determined unsoundness 
of mind of Dana’ that serves him 
in the fight, for it is the contention 
of Miss Dockery that under the 
law of Mississippi, Dana, enjoying 
adverse occupancy of the castle, 
is not bound by the statute of limi- 
tations and has the right to appeal 
from the judgment at any time 
during the continuance of his men- 
tal disability and at any time dur- 
ing six months following removal 
of his disability if that is ever done. 

No move has yet been made to 
have the master of Goat Castle de- 
clared of sound mind, and it is 
considered improbable that such a 
move will be made because Dana, 
although he has shorn the long hair 
and beard that caused him to be 
called “the wild man,” is obviously, 
in the language of the law, non 
compos mentis. 

The ancestral home of the Danas 

lost its identity as Glenwood and 
achieved a dubious distinction as 
Goat Castle’when, in August, 1932, 
Miss Jane Merrill, aged wealthy 
recluse, occupant of the neighbor- 
ing estate of Glen Burne, was mur- 
dered in her home and her body 
dragged to a thicket near the 
house, where it was found. 
+ Miss Dockery, long a sharer of 
Glenwood with Dana, before and 
after she was appointed his guar- 
dian, had turned in her adversity 
to the rearing of goats for a live- 
lihood for her ward and herself.

Zerkowsky died in 1930. Accord- 
ing to averments in a petition 
which has now been filed by Sea- 
man, Isaac and Sam Zorkowsky 
and Mrs, Jeanette Habas, his chil- 
dren, he had entered into an agree- 
ment with Miss Dockery, as guard- 
ian of Dana, to deed the property 
back for $4000, but she failed to get 
the money. The petition states that 
for the past two years the heirs of 
Zerkowskys have been trying to get 
possession, but these efforts have 
failed because Miss Dockery claims 
“some sort of title,” which cast a 
cloud on the Zerkowsky title. The 
“some sort of title” claimed by Miss 
Dockery was based on the conten- 
tion that the foreclosure sale was 
not valid. 

Attorneys for Miss Dockery filed 
a demurrer to the petition on the 
ground that the judgment was not 
final because of the mental condi- 
tion of Dana, which entitled an ap- 
peal at any time while his incapac- 
ity continued and for six months 
afterward if at any time he were to 
be deciared of sound mind. The 
demurrer was overruled and an ap- 
peal was allowed, which may be 
perfected either before or after fina] 
trial of the case.

South Misses 


Grand Slam by 


Poor Playing 


Bidding Was Excellent and 
Contract Should Have 
Been Made. 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE new Culbertson three bid, 
iT which in a minor suit shows an 
absolutely solid six or seven 
‘card suit and, in a major, shows a 
suit that is at least within one 
trick of solid, is extremely valuable 
for slam bidding as well as for its 
pre-emptive qualities. As we all 
iknow, it sometimes is extremely 
difficult for the player who has 
most of the honor tricks to count 
on a‘solid trump suit in his part- 
ner’s hand, particularly when he 
himself has less than adequate 
trump support. Take a hand such 
as the one shown below, for exam- 
ple. It is questionable whether the 
laydown grand slam could have 
been safely reached through any 
medium other than an opening 
three bid. (Of course, considering 
that the declarer messed up the 
hand, the excellent opening three 
bid was more a liability than an 
asset in this particular case.)

The bidding is worthy of com- 
iment. North, even with five-plus 
honor tricks, could not have risked 
bidding a grand slam if he had not 
been sure that South’s diamond 
suit was solid. The very fact that 
North had the diamond jack was 
evidence that South's suit must be 
at least seven long because a play- 
er is not warranted in fizuring 
an A K @ x x x suit (missing the 
jack as solid). Thus North actual- 
ly could count South for a min- 
imum of seven tricks in the dia- 
mond suit alone and these, with 
two spades, two hearts, and the 
club ace, would total 12 tricks. 
From North's point of view a queen 
in spades or hearts in South's hand 
would make 13 tricks a laydown, 
and even slight distributional ad- 
vantages would give South a beau- 
tiful play for all the tricks. North’s 
calculations were sound as a heii, 
but unfortunately he did not reck- 
on with the “human element.” 


West opened the spade queen, 
dummy’s ace won, and the diamond 
jack was led and overtaken. Three 
rounds of trumps were played in 
all, then a heart was led to the 
King, and the spade king was 
cashed. On this latter declarer 
made a horrible and fatal discard: 
he threw away one of his low 
hearts. He then cashed dummy’s 
other heart honor and hopefully 
ruffed a third round. obviously 
trying for a 3-3 break in the suit 
which would establish the seven 
spot. Considering that 33 breaks 
are against the percentages, it is 
not surprising that declarers plan 
failed to work out. After runniag 
a few more trumps, declarer des- 
/perately tried the club finesse and. 
when this failed, let out a long, 
Piteous moan “Did you ever see 
such breaks?” he asked of no one 
in particular.

To South’s surprise not even his 
own partner offered“any sympathy. 
In fact, disgust fairly oozed from 
North. He pointed out acidly that 
South did not deserve breaks “the 
way he played.” 

I am inclined to agree with 
North. South had taken by far 
the worst chance on the hand. For 
South's play to have succeeded one 
of two conditions was necessary 
Either the hearts had to break 3-3 
or, failing that, the club finesse had 
to succeed. Grouping these two 
chances South had a 50 per cent 
chance on the club finesse, but only 
a little better than 33 per cent 
chance of a 3-3 heart break. Thus, 
he had a two to one chance for suc- 
cess.

Now let us consider what he 
could have worked on. The proper 
play was to cash the A-K of spades 
immediately, discarding a club, not 
a heart, from the closed hand! 
Next South should cash the club 
ace, then ruff a club. He should 
lead to the diamond jack and ruff 
another club. He then should draw 
trumps, enter dummy with the 
| heart king, and ruff a fourth round 
|of clubs. Finally he would re-enter 
dummy with the heart ace and 
| throw his losing heart on dummy’s 
fifth club. This line of play would 
| be absolutely sure to succeed if the 
‘club suit broke either 3-3 or 4-2. 
’ 


Now for the figures: There are 
84 chances in 100 that, when de- 
clarer misses only six cards in a 
suit, they will break either 33 or 
42. Hence the club suit establish- 
ment plan had better than a five to 
one chance in its favor. Obviously, 
as between a two to one chance 
‘and a five to one. chance, there is 
little excuse for the wrong choice.
